.joint stock companies ot corporations, be- 
rau'se fhere must always be minorities; 
but ai these minorities could be fobbed at 
the will of the majority by law, they would 
not put themselves in such a position 
But as such'discrimination against minor- 
ity rights would be peculiar in this state, it 
would simply result in either driving cor 
porate capital from the state or compel 
capitalists to organize their companies in 
states where the laws are more equitable 
and just.. 


This legislation marks a retrograde 


movement in this state as compared with 
ither states. The experiences of rtiie.last 
few years have dciuonstrated in the older 
stales the necessity of protecting the mi- 
nority rights by .definite laws instead of 
founding their rights oh equity' alone. 
New York has arranged the method of 
electing directors and trustees'of corpo- 
corntioiis so that ihe tninority can have 
representatives. If there be five directors
